Girls Leave Quickly 
One little boy, when asked lf 
he wanted a ‘‘ride,” said his 
mother ‘‘told me never to take 
a ride with somebody I don't 
know.” Three little girls, polite 
but wary, looked skeptical and 
walked quickly away.

Gaulle has offered to meet 
Premier Pierre Pflimlin for

They said Pflimlin had not yet 
decided whether to accept. 
De Gaulle nonetheless was ex 
peeled to come to Paris tonight 
from his country home at Coloni' 
bey-Ies-deux-Eglises 
In a day of major developm ent 
on other fronts, de Gaulle re­ 
mained 
the key figure. 
These 
were the developments: 
—The Paris Defense Ministry 
denied rumors that France’s pow­ 
erful Mediterranean fleet was de­ 
fecting to the Algiers rebels. If 
this is so, Pflimlin would be able 
to cut sea communications a t the 
insurrectionists 
in 
Algeria 
and 
Corsica. 
But the fleet was headed to 
Bone, Algeria, to pay "routine 
calls.” Rebel chief Jacques Sou- 
stelle also was at Bone. In a 
rally there he delivered a ringing 
defense of the rebels* aims.
